Most of the senate’s day has been 
taken up with committee amendments 
to the $83,000,000 omnibus bill, and 
Meents pointed out that because of 
these changes that bill alone will re- 
quire several rnore lesislative days be- 
fore it can be passed by the senate and 
that a further delay will follow in the 
lower house. 

“When we are through with this 
pill,” said the finance chairman, “the 
gnendments must be printed and be 
on the desks of the members for three 
days. Then, as it is a house bill which 
we have amended, it must go — 
there for further consideration. 

“If the house were to concur in our’ 
amendments it might be possible to 
pass it on Saturday. But the house 
may ask for a conference committee 
and the rules require that the report 
of the conference committee shall lie 
over for three days.

anyway.” 

This is the basis for oil treatment: 

‘Pour into a smal] can or pail the 
crank case oil drained from an auta- 
Add enough kerosene to make 
it thin. One ounce of this mixture 
ix sufficient to cover 15 square feet 
Pour it on with 3 cup 
or spray it with an old brush broom. 
if the water has not evaporated or 
Arained off in ten days, give it an- 
other application. 

Places to Find Water. 

For. larger surfaces, such as pools, 
ditches, tanks and cisterns, a Knap- 
sack sprayer will serve better. In 
seeking breeding places, look for up- 
right tin cans, broken bottles, eaves 
troughs which may be clogged up, de- 
pressions which might hold roof wa- 
ter drippings, old boxes and pieces of 
roofing paper or heavy cloth lying on 
the ground. 

“Empty any such receptacie, but 
also give the water 4, dose of oil, to 
make doubly sure. These measures will 
absolutely prevent breeding of mos- 
nuitoes. It will not, however, destroy 
those already present.”’

ON THE THRESHOLD OF 
THE CONFERENCE. 


The initial proposals of the delegations at the 
« naval limitation conference remind us of the 
« remark made by the late Senator Dolliver as to a 
| certain President involved in political toils. ‘‘ Our 
\ President,” said Senator Dolliver, ‘‘ may be defined 
; as a large body entirely surrounded by gentlemen 
‘ who know exactly what they want,’ 

; The British proposals presented by the first lord 
‘of the admiralty tend singly and unerringly to- 
sward the guaranty of British primacy in sea 
: power for a very long time. As THE TRIBUNE has 
| pointed out in previous discussions of armament 
_ limitation, reductions in professional fighting 
‘ machines, especially such elements as superdread- 
‘naughts, in¢rease the sea power of the nation 
‘possessing a great merchant marine relatively to 
; one having a@ smal) marine. At Washington, 
* America sacrificed its chance to make itself the 
, first naval power. It pledged itself to an academic 
‘parity in capital ships, and, the time element con- 
* sidered, to a practical inferiority. It threw into 
‘the scale its right to develop one of the chief fac- 
‘tors of sea power, its naval bases. If now at 
«Geneva we consent to abolish the capital ship 
‘,€ategory and reduce cruising radius and gun 
;power until our lack of bases limits our naval 
\operations almost to our coastal waters and our 
fighting ships approximate the military value of 
‘armed merchantmen, we have guaranteed the 
‘overwhelming predominance of Great Britain as 
‘the first sea power. 


His majesty’s second sea lord remarks that the 
‘British plan goes a long way beyond Washington 
“and we emphatically agree, but it is not the way 
,America can afford to travel if it is to have any 
‘place on the high seas commensurate with its 
‘interests and responsibilities. The gentleman 
‘adds that it will save the taxpayers’ money and 
‘we assume this remark is intended to reach the 
‘sordid source of Uncle Shylock’s pacific aspira- 
‘tions. Nevertheless, in spite of our ingenuous 
pacifism and our incorrigible indifference to the 
larger problems of naval and military statesman- 
whip, we do not think our representatives at 
Geneva will be blind to the practical] implications 
of the British proposal nor our taxpayers willing 
a .) accept them for the sake of a fallacious 
economy. | 
: As for the Japanese proposals, they also are 
gignificant of the spirit in which Mr. Coolidge’s 
idealistic effort is approached. Having obtained 
practical assurance against aggressive operations 
by the United States in the far east, we are 
offered an arrangement by which under the form 
of the treaty status quo an actual superiority in 
the open categories would be insured and America 
pstopped from making use of its treaty rights to 
fealize its ratio strength. 

We suggest that these proposals on the thresh- 

old of a conference called in good faith by the 
President of the United States in the hope of 
mrorking with the two chief sea powers upon a 
plane of mutual amity and trust toward a reduc- 
tion of naval expenditure, express an intention 
to obtain individual advantage and to maneuver 
the United States into a position even more dis- 
advantageous than we have accepted as a result 
bf the first conference and of the subsequent and 
consequent course of the members of that con- 
ference.

THE PHONE GIRL’S 
“THANK YOU.” 


: The telephone company some months ago in- 
étructed its operators not to repeat the numbers 
ealied for, but instead to say “Thank you.” The 
{Uinois commerce commission ordered the company 
to go back to the old system. The company refused 
to do eo and when cited by the commission to 
¢xplain its refusa] has replied that it is none of 
the commission's business. 
’ The company is entirely right. The commission 
was created to prevent public service corporations 
Which perforce enjoy a virtual monopaly from 
the public with excessive rates. It is 
aiso the Guty of the commission to require the 
¢ompanies to give decent service to their sub 
ecribers. The response of the operator has nothing 
to do with rates and, so far as service is concerned, 
mk must be presumed to be an improvement. The 
¢hange was made to save time and that is es 
fmuch in the public’s as in the company’s interest.

be expected next to prescribe uniforms for street 
car conductors. ; 
The commission’s order illustrates a danger 
which, in this country, has been largely, though 
net entirely, avoided. For the most part we have 
kept the interference of public officials with private 
enterprises at a minimum.

Gav. Smal] pulled his gas tax out of the fire 
and the burned fingers of five Chicago senators— 
Roberts, Haenisch, Joyce, Leonardo and Van Lent 
—show how he did it. The bill was put to sleep in 
the senate last week, failing of passage by one 
vote, but it did not get the finishing knock on the 
head by defeat of a motion to reconsider. There 
fore it was sleeping and not dead. It could be 
and was revived. Monday's vote passed it and in 
normal expectation the automobile users of this 
state will be paying two cents a gallon to Mr. 
Small beginning Aug. 1, the date when the act 
becomes effective. 

It is not tontended that the Chicago legislators 
are happy about it. It was one of the bad jams @ 
statesman can get in when he can't say yes ahd 
he can’t say mo and he can’t duck out back of 
the gas works. Mr. Small took the necessary 
votes into his office and put them through the 
high pressure which destroyed all sales resistance. 
It is reported from Springfield that Gov. Small 
also put Mayor Thompson through the mangle 
and ironed him out for the gas bill to deliver 
Chicago votes for the tax on the Chicago motor- 
ized industry which seldom sees a state road and 
upon all Chicago automobile users who pay for 
their own streets and then pay for the squires’ 
highway. Mr. Thompson has some bills in the 
legislature to increase the city’s bonding power 
and the corporate fund spending money. 


It is said—and is plausible—that the governog 
said to the mayor that if the mayor thought the 
governor intended to be deprived of his alimony 
or separate maintenance from the legislature and 
then give the mayor a Christmas present, bonus, 
honorarium, bit of ehange or token negotiable at 
a bank, the mayor had another guess coming and 
could use it for the next two years for whatever 
a banker would lend him on it. :

URGES HONEY REPLACE 
SUGAR FOR CHILDREN. 


R. P. LUTTENGER thinks chil- 
dren should eat honey rather than 

other forms of sweets. He uses a 
solution of one teaspoon of honey 

to eight ounces of barley water, where 
he formerly used solutions of sugar, for 
instance, in making milk formulas for 
feeding babies. | 
Dr. Luttenger thinks babies suffering 
from diarrhoea due to sugar in the milk 
or milk mixture get along well when 
honey solution is substituted. His rea- 
eoning is: Most sugars must be slight- 
ly changed before they can be used 
by the tissues of the body. These changes 
have already taken place in honey. The 
bee picks up sugar from flowering plants. 
The sugar is mostly fructose, or fruit 
Sugar. The bee holds this sugar for a 
brief time, during which it changes in 
a way which the chemists call inverting. 
The same process of inversion goes on 
while the honey is resting in the comb. 

For this reason he thinks honey sugar 
should agree with babies, especially 
those with loose bowels, and also with 


fugar. It is particularly better because 
honey does not tend to produce acidosis. 
Ibiabetics must watch out for acidosis. 
Babies. with diarrhoea must also be 
watched to see that acidosis does not de- 
velop. 

He also suggests that honey is ab- 
sorbed so rapidly that there is no time 
sor the production of alcoholic fermenta- 
ticns in the intestinal tract. For the 
fame reason using honey water tends 
to protect against flatulence. eae 

There are some additional arguments 
for honey which apply to growing chil- 
dren of a little later period more espe- 
cially. As the bees pick up the sweets 
from flowers, they also absorb some 
minerals, some proteins, some organic 
acids, and some aromatics. The presence 
of proteins and minerals adds to the 
value of honey asa food. Refined sugar 
is low in both minerals and proteids. 
Honey favors the absorption of fats from 
foods, | 

Honey is acid in reaction. This 1s 
due to organic acids picked up along with 
the sweets from the flowers. The argu- 
ménts in favor of giving children orange 
juice along with milk apply alsa to the 
use of honey.

Chicago, June 18.—Robey street was 
named for one of the makers of the sub- 
division called Robey, White and Hamil- 
ton's subdivision in Canal Trustees’ sub- 
division of section 7, T. 39 N., R. 14 E. 
of 3d P. M. Robey’s home was a per- 
fectly square brick house located in a 


| large piece of ground at the southeast 


corner of North Robey street and Wash- 


ington boulevard. It was standing many 
years after its former occupants passed 
away and not until modern stores and 
apartments were erected on the ground 
was it wrecked. I was born and reared 
within a. stone’s throw of the old “‘Robey 
house,” as it was called, and have had 
my office on Madison street within a 
stone’s throw of Robey street since 1901. 
Robey street was never called ‘‘ Cornelia 
street.” 

There is no possible excuse for blotting 
out the name Robey f#fom maps and 
from the street corners; it is as historical 
@ name as any name of subdivisions am- 
bitiously planned sixty years ago. Cor- 
nelia was the very first name of Lin- 
coln street and may have been the name 
of a daughter or wife of one of the sub- 
dividers, just as Ann and May were the 
names of the daughters of Philo Car- 
penter, who gave his name to Carpenter 
street and lived in the square of land 
now partly covered by the National Bis- 
suit company. Lincoln street was later 
known as Ballestier street and Honoré 
was called Rue St. Honoré. 

Why alter the old descriptions? History 
ost when advancing generations tear 
up the ancient landmarks. Practically 
every name in those old subdivisions has 
some special significance connected with 
locating land; and all those old names 
should be preserved for convenience in 
locating land boundaries and legal de- 
scriptions generally, if for nothing else.

Opera in English 
‘ Receives Impetus 


BY EDWARD MOORE. 

By presenting the first act of 
**Pagiliacci” in English for the bene 
fit of the flood sufferers at the Audi- 
torium last night, the most widely 
argued subject in American music to- 
day, opera in the vernacular, received 
a new impetus. 

As a performance, and regardless of 
the mantling cloak of charity, it had 
its points. A superb orchestra, the 
same that will become audible at Ra- 
vinia later in the week, played the 
score; a chorus suspected of being the 
one to function in the same operatic 
center, sang melodiously, though I am 
not quite ready to testify that it was 
all in English. Also the performance 
justified itself by the fine singing of 
Barre Hill as Silvio. He would have 
been good in any language. 


Perhaps the question of translated 
opera advanced a step, perhaps not. 
There were instances when it would 
seem that the translation could have 
been improved. “Thou hast” and 
“nay” happened a little too often for 
my taste, especially when in the last 
scene Henry Hobart, as Canio, was 
obliged to sing a line that began sus- 
piciously like “I’ve gotta,’”’ and some 
of the singers worked valiantly to put 
a ping into certain syllables where no 
ping existed in the English vowels 
and consonants employed by the trans- 
lator, Charles Henry Meltzer. 

But so far the claims for opera in 
English have rested chiefly upon un- 
derstandability rather than beauty or 
good taste, wherefore on this item the 
performance can take a reasonably 
high score, excellent on the part of 
Mr. Hill, good for Mr. Hobart, by no 
means bad for Hugh Dickerson’s 
Tonio. 

Unfortunately the meaning of the 
soprano solo known in the Italian ver- 
sion as ‘‘ Ballatella’’ must ‘forever |re- 
main a profound secret, and this was 
rather strange, since Miss Eugenia 
Vandeveer was by no means hard to 
understand in her dialogue. is

*‘*Her humor,” said George Arthur; 
secretary of the Colored Young Men's 
Christian association, “ has saved her 
and others in many a crisis. When 
other people blew up, she laughed.” 

And Mary McDowell made her 359. 
hosts and hostesses laugh when, 
cheeks glowing, shoulders erect, and 
voice carrying far, she rose amid ap 
plause that was truly tumultuous. | 
She looked at them quizzicall y and. 


“I feel this evening as my dear 
father—who valiantly had helped in 
the work of liberation before and 
throughout the civil war—felt when 
the first Memorial day came after thé 
war. He said he felt so embarrassed 
because he had lived, and wasn't 
dead.”’ 

Then she struck the keynote of the 
evening and of her life work—inter- 
racial thinking to the end that races 
and groups shall work more effectively 
and humanely to the profit of their 
common community. 

“It’s hard enough,” she said, “to 
think at all, and to think together is 
hardest of all. But we must think to- 
gether if we are to think our way out. 
We of different races and creeds are 
to get together and think together not, 
I think, to annihilate, not to obliterate 
the things that make us different, but 
that we may integrate those differ- 
ences and-understand those differ- 
ences. That will simplify and clarify 
so much!, 

“That will show us perhaps thet 
we haven't got a Negro problem, but 
great human problem, a problem 
which the solution depends on 
fair sharing of it. . . Dear friends, 
I’ve had a rich time living. You aroufd 
me tonight know all about it and yqu © 
don’t feel sorry for me at 73. But I 
want to send a word-to those who 
don’t know—the word of gratitude and 
joy for such work as the years haye 
given m* an opportunity to do.’’ 


The many-sidedness of Miss McDow- 
ell’s career—her service as economist 
and organizer in the University of 
Chicago’s social settlement, her sani- 
tary work “back of thé yards,” her 
guidance of trades union extremists 
into sane thinking, her pioneering es 
former Mayor Dever’s commissioner 
of public welfare, and her helpful con- 
tacts with all sorts and conditions of 
men and women were tellingly epit- 
omized in a message Edith Wyatt, 
the poetess, sent to this inter-racial 
dinner: 

‘How many, many kinds of people 
you have known, really known, dear 
Miss McDowell—and how wise and 
funny and helpful and infinitely com- 
passionate you have always been with 
all of us here—a great citizen and a 
great companion for us to rejoice in 
and to be proud of.” .

BREAKS WOMAN’S 


ITALY RESENTS.__ 
‘BELGIAN HONOR 
TO MATTEOTTI

BRU§SSEL8, June 21. — Marquis 
Cambiaso, the Italian ambassador, 
was received by the king in final 
audience today before his departure 
for Rome. THE TRIBUNE correspond- 
ent is informed that the action of th¢ 
Ytalian government in recalling the 


ambassador and leaving only the 
chargé d'affaires is only temporary 
and that a new ambassador will be 
named in the latter part of August 
after the ceremonies of inauguration 
by the Belgian Socialist party of the 
monument in honor of the late Deputy 
Matteotti. 

Premier Mussolini felt the presence 
of the Italian ambassador in Brussels 
during this ceremony, over which the 
Belgian foreign minister, E. Vander- 
velde, will preside, constituted another 
slap at Italy inasmuch as the foreign 
minister has repeatedly attacked the 
Fascist régime in his speeches before 
the chamber of deputies.
